Gentlemen: 


You have referred to me a letter, dated 
January 19, 1954, in which you have been 
advised by the Lansing Firemen’s Benefit 
Association that its membership, by a sub- 
stantial majority, has voted in favor of 
the deduction of dues and assessments for 
the Association from pension checks to 
be received monthly. 


You have asked my opinion as to whether 
such deductions may be made from benefits 
hereafter made to retired members. 


The statute, Section 9 (6) of Act 345 


of 1937, as amended, and Section 39 of 
Chapter 29 of the Charter are substantially 
in accordance and provide as follows: 


Section 9 (6). “The right of any 
person to a pension, to the return of 
contributions, any optional benefits, 
any other right accrued or accruing 
to any member or beneficiary under 
the provisions of this act and the 
moneys belonging to the retirement 
system shall be unassignable and shall 
not be subject to execution, garnish- 
ment, attachment, the operation of 
bankruptcy or insolvency law, or any 
other process of law whatsoever, ex- 
cept as is specifically provided in this 
act.’ 


Section 89 of Chapter 29 of the Char- 
ter provides: 


“The right of a person to an annu- 
ity, the return of accumulated contri- 
butions, and to any other benefit pro- 
vided by the Retirement System; and 
any other right accrued or accruing to 
any person under the provisions of the 
Retirement System; and the moneys 
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of the Retirement System shall be 
unassignable and shall not be subject 
to execution, etc.” 


In view of the above, even though such 
assessments may be voluntary on the part 


of the beneficiary, I am of the opinion | 


that they cannot: be recognized and the 
deductions made as contributions.

Gentlemen : 


Reference is made to your proceedings 
of February 16, 1954, wherein a motion 
prevailed that I clarify the difference in 
my opinion of August 18, 1953, regarding 
payroll deductions for hospitalization in- 
surance and my opinion of February 16, 
1954, in which I concluded that, in view 
of Sec. 39 of Chapter 29 of the Charter 
and of Sec. 9 (6) of Act 345 of the Public 
Acts of 1987, as amended, that assess- 
ments even though voluntarily made by 
the beneficiary from benefits due a retired 
fireman to the Lansing Firemen’s Benefit 
Association covering dues and assessments 
could not be deducted from pension checks. 


You will note that in my opinion of 
August 18 I quoted the Attorney General’s 
conclusion that: 


“The legal relation between teachers 
who accept the provisions of the statute 
and the Retirement Fund Board is 
that of contract, the terms of which 
eannot be altered without the consent 
of both parties.” 


In my view this is one of the determining 
characteristics between the Policemen’s and 
Firemen’s Retirement System, for the 
reason that membership is not voluntary 
but compulsory since no person can sesve 
as a policeman or fireman without con- 
tributing to the System. 


However, I think the opinion of the 
Deputy Attorney General, under date of 


March 13, 1952, in which the specific 
question was: , 
“The State Administrative Board has 
requested an opinion on the legality of 
payroll deductions, particularly with 
reference to deductions for the dues of 
employees’ associations or labor 
unions.” 


In such opinion the Deputy Attorney 
General, having apparently plenty of time 
to carry forward a lengthy research into 
the question concluded: 

“It is my considered opinion that 
church, lodge, association, union, so- 
ciety, club, trade or professional group 
dues or contributions are not properly 
the subject of deductions from a state 
employee’s pay check irrespective of 
the employee’s request, the worthwhile- 
ness of the organization, or the 
numerical number of state employees 
affected.” 


Personally, I can see a distinction be- 
tween deductions to be made from an em- 
ployee’s income for such things as group 
life or hospitalization insurance, including 
sick or accident policies and deductions for 
dues and assessments for memberhip in 
an association. 

Accordingly, I repeat that in my opinion 
such deductions may not be made.
